Garrison at Kolobrzeg (Kolberg ) 

The Polish garrison at Kolobrzeg consists of the following unitss

25X1 A 1 I estimates that the military population of Kolobrzeg is three times greater 

than the civilian population which now numbers about 5 P 000. 
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Regarding construction at Kolobrzeg* informant reported that thre^ 2~story 
magazines measuring 30 meters by 1§ meters are being built north o£ the road to 
Koszalin, near the barracks in which the antiaircraft artillery regiment is billeted. 
T hese magazines are situated about 15 meters apart and are connected by covered walks 
which have been built partially into the ground. 

garrison at Gaski (Altenhagen-P5 5/1467) 

Since the spring of 1953, the garrison at Gaski has consisted of one infantry company 
of between 350 to 400 men which is billeted in the well camouflaged former German 
barracks iocated about 1.5 kilometers east of the mouth of the Una River and about 

200 meters from the coast. A naval unit has been billeted in these same barracks for 
several years* 

Garrisons in Uniesc ie (Hest-055/M46) and Jamno [ Jamutid-055/k56) 

The entire "dune" which separates the Jamno and Buko wo lakes from the Baltic Sea is
